You can buy an advertisement 
ten inches deep and two columns wide for an average 
of $11 per insertion. 

Canada’s 963 weekly newspapers have a combined 
circulation of 2,457,140, the newsletter says. The 
growth of suburban communities was a boon to week¬ 
lies. 

An article written by William H. Cranston, pub- 
isher of the Midalnd Free Press Herald, is quoted to 
show that the average paper represented in the Cana¬ 
dian Weekly Newspapers Association covers 82 per 
cent of the homes in its trading area.

CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 
.1. E Carlson 

Once again It is my privilege to 
g ve you the Chairman's Report at 
the ratepayers annual meeting on 
the activities and work of the 
County Council for the year. 

I do not wish to burden you with 
a. lot of data and figures from our 
financial statement. IA study of 
pages four and five, which show 
the amount of revenue and expen¬ 
ds ures. prely well tells the story 
of our operations for the year. You 
will note that we had a surplus of 
412 , 000.00 as against a deficit of 
$19,800.00 11 1953. 

The Count}’s expenditures were 
$!,088,759.6(1 this year against 
$1,009,110.80 in 1953, or an increase 
of some $80,000.00. The new terri¬ 
tory added in 1954 accounts for a 
large part of the school ncrease of 
$111,01:0 00 over last year. Public 
Works expenditures were about 
$60,000.00 less in 1954 than in 1953. 
Other pa.vmhnts are about the 
same. i 

Tax collections have been main¬ 
tained at about the same percent¬ 
age as in 1953, despite the cur- 
ta’led wheat marketing and the 
severe hail storm last August. Col¬ 
lections amounted to 95.05591 of 
the current levy 

As a result of the. hail losses, 


many areas are being paid Piraivio 
Farm Assistance, 1 lownships are 
being received by the P.F.A. Board 
and as the results ar-e received in 
the office, the information is pub- 
I shed in the Advocate 1 believe 
that there are a few townships 
yet to be heard from.

The Revenue Surplus account is 
now $152,959.84. Liquid assets of 
cash, bonds and accounts receiv¬ 
able amount to slightly more than 
tnc liab lity to the bank and ac¬ 
counts payable. On the whole, the 
County's financial position is con¬ 
siderably improved over 1953. 
t would like to refer for a few 
minu'es to the new assessment 
which has just been completed 
Assessment notices were mailed on 
February 10th. 

Our Assessor, J J. MHer, is here 
today and will have something to 
say about the manner in which 
the values* were established and 
te various factors which are con¬ 
sidered in assessing a piece of 
land. 

The Assessment Commission of- 
the Departent of Municipal Affa'rs 
has developed a uniform basis of 
assessin g the, w hole province and 


it is the desire that all counties 
and munici|>al districts will be ass¬ 
essed on the -same basis. 

It has been apparent to the 
Council since th» County was for¬ 
med on January 1st, 1951, that a 
complete new assessment was very 
i eeessary to ensure that the taxes 
Cere equitable. Our County is 
made up from parts of five* areas, 
asessed by five different assessors. 
The previous assessment was 
made in 1945. and while an attem¬ 
pt was made to equalize the values, 
t he as-.essc rs held varied opinions 
regarding values The year follow- 
ng the formation of the County, 
that would be 1952, the Council dis¬ 
cussed the matter of a new assess¬ 
ment with the Director of Assess¬ 
ments and was about to have it 
done when the announcement of 
the formation of the Co-Terminous 
Boundary Commission was made. 
Our boundaries were finally estab¬ 
lished in January, 1951, and we 
immediately undertook the general 
asscssmer.il. 

1 he general p'eture shows that 
assessed values have increased 
substantially Jn the eastern part 
of the Ccunty. The many changes 
in values, lower as well as higher, 
clearly indicates how badly this 
new asessment was needed. I think 
most of you who will study the 
assessment will agree with this.

MUNICIPAL REPORT 

County Chairman ■>. E. Carlson 
announced that Councillor C. W. 
Loose, chairman of the municipal 
committee in 1954, had tendered 
his resignation to the council and 
that a by-election to fill this vac¬ 
ancy would be held in the near 
future. 

In the absence of Mr.,Loose, 
Secretary - Treasurer D .D. Mc¬ 
Queen gave some statistics regard¬ 
ing road work in 1954 and addit¬ 
ional data has been made avail¬ 
able to the Advocate by the public 
works department of the County. 

Road construction figures show 
23'i miles of road built by scraper, 
42 miles .built by elevating grad¬ 
ers, and. 25 miles graded or re¬ 
graded by Richardson blades. 

A total of 34,721 yards of gravel 
was crushed. 6f this, 529 yards 
was sold to farmers, 1,026 yards 
stock-piled, and the balance spread 
on 41 miles of road at the rate of 
600 yards to the mile and on 21 
additional spots and patches. In 
addition, 7,886 yards of pit run 
gravel was hauled and spread on 
J32 different patches and stretches 
of roads. 

Road patrols spent a total of 
< 72 hours and FWD trucks 37 hrs. 
on snow-plowing. Mowers spent a 
total of 1,024 hours mowing road 
allowances. 

Maintenance figures show that 
wight motor patrols spent 9,192 
hours on 14,076 road miles of 
County roads for an average ol 
1,224 hours each on road surface 
maintenance . _ There are approxi¬ 
mately 3,000 miles of roads in the 
County.' 

Patrols spent a total of*602 hours 
back - sloping. On maintenance 
work such as patch Woik nnd put¬ 
ting in culverts, patrols spent 138 
hours, crawler tractors spent 2,107 
hours and FWD truhks spent 2,478 
hours.
